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Editorial Visits. 

From Satacoy the stage took us south 
across the Santa Clara river, over the 
level bottoms, a mile and a half, then 
turned to the southeast up the bluffs 
some twenty feet high, and out on to 
a large and rich valley. To the left 
ranges of sandy mountains rose, over 
nine hundred feet high, now clothed 
with grass, irregular, and spotted by 
large, barren, land-slides. On the right 
still higher ranges rose, more rocky, 
dotted with trees, or darkened by 
stretches of forests. But before us lay 
the fine, rich, valley, perhaps five miles 
in width, as it gently sloped up to the 
mountains on each side, and reaching 
away before us for twenty miles or more, 
gradually changing its course round to 
the south, between the distant hills. 
Having passed only two houses in the 
great valley, we at length turned to the 
right, over rolling "elevations, and 
through small, pleasant, valleys. At one 
time a frightened antelope bounded 
away before us out of sight; at another 
we enjoyed the wild barking of a small 
wolf a few rods off on the left, while 
another stood on a hill to the right, 
answering in responsive strain by a 
prolonged cry, half howl, half scream. 
Peculiar flowers adorned the hillsides 
and the plain, and great patches of 
cactus, solid masses, rods across, were 
scattered here and there, the retreat of 
scores of rabbits, where nothing can 
pursue them. 

On we rolled till, descending a little 
towards the stream we had left, we came 
out into a splendid valley, more ro- 
mantic, and more rich, than the one we 
had left, of which, indeed, it was an off- 
shoot, or upper enlargement. It might 
have been twelve miles in width, nearly 
circular, with large extensions running 
much farther into the hills, while high 
mountain ranges seemed to inclose the 
whole. This fine valley is known as the 
Simi ranch, all claimed as private prop- 
erty, with two houses on it—one about 
the center, with a few cultivated acres, 
fenceless; the other at the entrance— 
an old, coarse, one-story, adobe build- 
ing, going to decay, where five or six 
lazy Mexican natives were lounging 
around, about on a level in appearance 
with common Indians. | 

Crossing the valley southeast, we as-|. 
cended a narrowing vale for some miles 
up a little streamlet, till, at a romantic 
nook, we stopped to change horses and 
take supper, where a lone man from the 
Emerald Isle did all the honors of the 
house, giving us just a fair meal. As 
we passed on, night soon closed over 
us, but upon returning we enjoyed day- 
light, showing us a rugged, rocky, pass 
over into another large, long, widening 
valley, branching far away into the 
mountains. This large valley must be 
over ten miles wide, and thirty or more 
long, drained by the Los Angeles creek, 
and owned mostly by Mr. Pico. Vast 
portions are covered with a dense growth 
of large mustard, not worth a dime an 
acre to any man as it is, but susceptible, 
by cultivation, of yielding a good in- 
terest on from seventy-five to one thou- 
sand dollars per acre, according to the 
treatment it received. We passed one 
house and a small field of grain, or two, 
just as we entered the valley, but noth- 
ing more for eighteen miles, when, as 
Wwe turned a little to the right, to pass 
through the high range in that direc- 
tion, we saw two more such rough Span- 
ish dwellings, and a few more culti- 
vated acres, The view of such. vast 
desolations over the richest of our agri- 
cultural districts, not improved, and not 
permitted to be improved, because a hu- 
nan arrangement of what.is called law 
Says one man May control them as he 
will, to the exclusion of all others, makes 
us feel that if, in any way, such claims 
could be legally broken up, they ought 
to be, so that every mam may have an 
equal chance. Through this pass of 
about four miles we passed two or three 
other adobe houses of the natives, and 
then came out.into another great valley, 
& good deal varied in feature and sur- 
face, less rich, often almost worthless 
from sand or pebbles, with quantities 
of scattering cactus, growing in dénse 
masses, three or four feet high. Away 
to the west the valley extended,

opened before us, in richness and splen- 
dor, boundless, to the south and south- 
east, bent some seventeen miles to the 
west to the great ocean of waters. Three 
miles more, and we entered the town. 
Fatigued, though animated at the 
thought of the new region we were in, 
we could not but retire at once for rest 
and sleep. > S. V. 


Letter from Vermont. 


East Poutrney, Vr., June 23, 1868. 
Dear Pacific: The General Conven- 


tion of Vermont met at St. Johnsbury 
last week. The opening sermon was 
preached by President Kitchel, of Mid- 
dlebury College, from Psalms 107: 7—

principle he applied to God’s dealings 
with individuals and with his church. 
The discourse was eminently practical 
and appropriate to the occasion. 


The report of the Corresponding Sec- 


retary showed that the year had been 
crowned with the blessing of God. Re- 
vivals were reported in almost every 
county and Association in the State. 
The net gain to the churches is one 
thousand one hundred and eleven. In 
view of this special divine blessing, a 


special season of thanksgiving was set 


apart, immediately following the com- 
munion services, which was filled up 
with prayer and praise. 


Two discussions took place during the 
Convention, one on the relation of the 
ministry and churches to the cause of 
temperance; the other on the question: 
‘* What is the christian rule concerning 
amusements?” A committee to organ- 
ize church action on temperance was ap- 
pointed, to report next year. - On the 
subject of amusements, the Convention 
adopted unanimously, by rising, a res- 
olution presented by President Kitchel, 
discountenancing card-playing and bil- 
liards, the theater and the dance, as 
evil in their associations and pernicious 
in their tendency. 

Twp essays were read, one by Rev. 
Lewis Grout, on the duty of the church 
to her baptized children — taking the 
ground of President Dwight and many 
others, that baptized children are, in an 
important sense, members of the church, 
the christian community, and, there- 
fore, that the church is under special | i 
obligations to watch over and care for 
them, and train them up in the nurture 
of the Lord. The other essay was by 
Rev. Mr. Dascomb, of Woodstock, on 
the rights and duties of women in the 
church. The duties were made more 
prominent by the essayist, and their 
rights found mainly in the proper dis- 
charge of the duties. Among the du- 
ties, he enumerated old-fashioned hos- 
pitality, neatness and sinplicity of at- 
tire, careful training of children, and 
the maintenance of female prayer-meet- 
ings and promiscuous assemblages of 
both sexes. Some difference of senti- 
ment undoubtedly existed in the Con- 
vention on the subject of both essays, 
but the authors of both received the 
thanks of the Convention, and were re- 
quested to give their productions to the 
press. 

The anniversary of the Vermont Do- 
mestic Missionary Society was one of 
unusual interest, it being just fifty years

since the society was organized. Rev. 
H. N. Burton, of Newbury, preached a 
historical discourse, and remarks were 
made by Dr. Charles Walker, and Fa- 
ther Nichols, of Braintree, 87 years old, 
and still preaching from Sabbath to 
Sabbath. 

The anniversary of the Vermont Kd- 
ucation Society was also one of interest. 
It fell to the lot of the writer of this to 
prepare the directors’ report. There is 
a gradual increase of interest among our 
churches in the object of this society, 
and the meeting the present year was 
calculated to increase and. deepen, that 
interest. I must not omit to mention 
the reading of a letter received from the 
California delegate, Rev. H. Cummings. 
The letter was listened to with marked 
attention. I trust this fraternal inter- 
course will be continued. 

Morning prayer-meetings were held 
and were perhaps the most interesting 
of all the meetings. Many had come 
up from scenes of special interest at 
home, and the spirit of the Lord -was 
evidently in the midst of those gather- 
ings for prayer. One or two female 
prayer-meetings were also held in con- 
nection with the Convention. It wasa 
season of refreshing to all permitted to 


enjoy it. May such seasons be enjoyed 
more and more throughout our land.

Letter from New York. 
Brooxtyn, June 9, 1868. 

Messrs. Eprrors: There is probably 
no event which is anticipatgd with so 
much pleasure during this season of the 
year, as the Sunday school anniversary, 
which has just passed.. In this, city, in 
particular, it has grown more prominent, 
for several years, owing in part, no 
doubt, to the increasing number of chil- 
dren that take part in the parade as this 
annual festivalcomes round. This year 
the schools were divided into six divis- 
ions, and it is estimated that not less 
than thirty or forty thousand children, 
with their teachers, appeared on parade 
in different parts of the city. The pret- 
ty appearance of the children with their 
happy faces, preceded by bands of mu- 
sic, the flying of banners innumerable, 


and the waving of flags, go to make up| 


a scene such as can be witnessed but 
once in a year, and in a great city like 
this. It was worthy of note that a 
number of Episcopal churches united 
with other denominations in the cele- 
bration of this festival this year. No 
one who knows anything of the church 
of the Pilgrims and its honorable pastor, 
will be surprised to learn that they de- 
sign to enlarge and remodel their church 
edifice during the summer. Attracting 
less notice than some other churches in 
the city, they have been doing their own 
work in a quiet: but effective way, and 
are now reaping some of the results of 
suchacourse.

Our Visitor ‘at the East. 


Towsll-the meeting place of the 
General Association of Massachusetts 
for the present year—has the reputation 
of being among the cleanest cities in 
the world. The drainage into the ca- 
nals and into the two rivers is very per- 
fect. In the seven years since I visited 
it, the trees have grown, being planted 
by the rivers of water, so that the city, 
albeit so given up to factories, appears 
as shady and as quiet asa university 
town. 

The body of ministers and delegates, 
just adjourned after a session of two 
days, is a new organization of ‘the Con- 
gregational churches of Massachusetts. 
For some sixty years or less a General 
Association has been convened, but it 
was an association of ministers. For 
eight years a General Conference has 
convened, composed of ministers and 
laymen sent up by the several local con- 
ferences. After a good deal of appar- 
ent reluctance, the two bodies have 
come together into one association; the 
ministerial of the 
‘delegates sent by the sev- 
eralidistrict associations—two by each 
of them—and the lay part composed of 
delegates sent by the several district 
conferences, three by each of them. As 
the number of the conferences is less 
than that of the associations, and the 
laymen also not so apt to attend such 
gatherings as the ministers, the minis- 
terial delegation outnumbered the lay 
as forty-nine'to thirty-one. 

The Association was fortunate in hav- 
ing a lay, and more fortunate still in 
having & very prompt, expert and ge- 
nial Moderator. This was the Hon. 
Chas. Theodore Russell; of Boston. 
The large amount of business was got- 
ten through with admirable dispatch. 

Among the prominent persons con- 
nected ‘with the Association, one no- 
ticés Revs. N. Adams, J. Pike, J. Todd, 
Li. Sabin, H. B. Hooker and A. H. 
Quint. The other ministers are young- 
erand less widely known. Besides the 
Moderator, the laymen’ have’ such men 
as Joseph S. Rogers; John L. Good- 
‘| rich and Lewis.Ohild. ~ 
_ Rev. Nahum Gale, of Lee, preached 
the opening sermon. It was his object 
to ‘show’ that the true christian order in 
preaching the gospel requires us to give 
the first place to the doctrine of salva- 
tion, .In, technical, terms, of, the three 
ologies, theology, in the restricted sense, 
anthropology and soteriology, the place 
first of all (1 Cor. 15, 4) belongs to the 
last... Mr. Gale—I follow the sensible 
custom of the Association, which would 
keep'the D.D. to grace the college cat- 
alogue—is not a commanding preacher.

But here was Mr. Gale, supposed to be 
more orthodox than the Professor, cit- 
ing the same story, as showing ‘how 
prominent, how unduly prominent, the 
fathers made the doctrine of God. 

A good deal of time was spent in dis- 
cussing and adopting the constitution 
and by-laws of the new Association. 
This crowded home missions into a cor- 
ner, and California could not get one 
word said for her work. I had the pleas- 
ure of hearing, however, that vivacious 
and sensible Frenchman, Leon Pilatte, 
make a short speech. Mr. Wheeler, of 
the Harpoot Mission, in Turkey, showed 
by the wonderful success those mission 
churches had had in developing home 
talent in preaching, that there was 
enough of similar talent latent now in 
the churches of Massachusetts to con- 
vert the whole land. The new Secre- 
tary of the American Board, Rev. N. G. 
Clark, made a good address. His pres- 
ence creates what Bushnell calls a good 
‘“‘atmosphere;”’ his speech has a full, 
easy flow, and his enunciation and man- 
ner are attractive. Secretary Clapp, of 
the American Home Missionary Society, 
spoke also with a fervor which suited 
and commended the magnificence of 
his work. It appears that what the So- 
ciety wants is men.. Its pecuniary re- 
sources, also, need now to be enlarged. 
I do not know whether the remark was 
meant to draw any contrast between 
the policy of the American Society and 
that of the Home Society, but Mr. Clapp. 
very emphatically said, the Society 
would now report a debt! 

Secretary Noyes’ report on Home. 
Evangelization was of great interest. 
Our brethren who are engaged in this 
labor are doing what is eminently fit to 
be, done. The Irish are filling the 
towns and cities, and creeping up into 
the old farms among the Berkshire 
mountains. The ‘‘outlying districts” 
have become in many instances moral 
wastes. Under the head of this Evan- 
gelization movement, a. work of reclam- 
ation has begun, and is going forward. 
Dr. Todd spoke of four stations oecu- 
pied by his church, at which, said he, 
in his humorous, way, ‘‘they begin al- 
ready to talk meeting-house-y.” 

At the morning prayer meeting of the 
last day of the session, opened in his’ 
best manner by Dr, Adams, of. Boston, 
no sooner was. the meeting in a-good 
form of devotional feeling, when a cer- 
tain Judge commenced a regular polit- 
ical speech on the temperance question, 
which promised, to consume the whole 
hour... After a while Dr. Adams put it 
to vote. whether the address be enter- 
tained. The decision was against the 
Judge, and he sat down. But ‘‘ brother _ 
Trask,” the anti-tobacco man, deemed 
it best to ease the Judge down by one 
of his ,good, natured talks. From 
this sort of demonstration on the part of 
the prohibitionists, I feared their cause 
was falling weak, by getting into hands 
which were,not wise. It had appeared, 
also, that. the Moderator had constitut- 
ed the Committee on Temperance so as 
to prevent any ultra. position. . The re- 
port on the subject was totalabstinence — 
and in favor of tight restriction of the 
liquor traffic... It would have sounded. 
all right in California. But it did not 
contain any condemnation of the pres, 
ent license law, nor any re-affirmation 
of the principle of prohibition. It seem- 
ed a little audacious forthat young pas- 
tor of Leceister, to add another plank, 
by .way,of a minority report. But he 
did, it, in the, face of his elders; and, 
somewhat to my surprise, the Associa- 
tion incorporated this strong. prohibi- 
tion plank by, an ener vote, and 
with applause.

The Destruction of Weeds. 


If a band of hungry Indians were to 
invade a farmer’s house and appropri- 
ate the provisions, it is probable that 
some exertion would be made to pre- 
vent the recurrence of such a proceed- 
ing. The Indian agent would be ap- 
plied to, influence would be made use 
of to remove the transgressors to some 
distant reservation, and if this could not 
be done, the farmer would assume the 
characte: of the strong man armed, and 
the bullet and the bayonet would be re- 
sorted to to repel the invaders. 

Every year a crowd of — weeds 
take possession of the tillage fields of 
the farmer and rob the soil of the ingre- 
dients which are the food of his crops. 
Some of these weeds are ‘‘native, and 
to the manor born,” but others, as the 
Canada thistle, are adopted citizens, 
that claim the right of squatter sover- 
eignty, and are satisfied with nothing 
less than the exclusive possession of the 
soil. 

An intelligent and successful farmer 
once said that very early in life he 
learned what proved to him a very use- 
ful lesson, and that was, he could not 
raise two luxurious crops successfully, 
at the same time, in the same field. He 
found that he could not grow a heavy 
crop of weeds and a heavy crop of ce- 
reals or forage plants; one must give 
way to the other, and he determined 
that the weeds should be destroyed. 
He put his resolution into practice, by 
establishing a rotation of crops, never 
allowing a cereal to succeed a cereal, 
lest weeds might ripen and disseminate 
their seeds. - He found drill husbandry 
samp adapted to banish weeds, and 

é was particularly careful that the af- 
ter culture of the various crops should 
be perfect. 

Annual weeds which spring up in 
winter wheat may be by 
freshening up the surface of the soil 
with the harrow or horse-hoe at the 
time when the young weeds have made 
afair start. The great secret of clean- 
ing land from weeds is to prevent them 
_— ripening their seeds. It is said 


year’s seeding 
Makes seven years’ weeding.”’ 


Every farmer should begin in time to 
prevent the growth of weeds, and above 
all things, to keep them from ripening 
their seeds. They are as injurious to 
pastures and meadows as to tillage 
crops.— Western Rural.

Value of Whey for Cows. 


Mr. Willard reports in the Utica Her- 
ald the experiments of Mr. Hamlin, a 
dairyman of that region who has been 
in the habit of feeding his cows whey, 
and believes it of considerable value, in 
increasing the quantity and improving 
the quality of milk. The cows are fed 
twice a day, and two pails at a feeding.—- 
The patrons of his factory have been 
somewhat dissatisfied with this whey- 
feeding, believing that the quantity of. 
the milk was increased in about the same 
proportion that quality fell off, thus 
it a decidedly unfair partner- 
ship. 

o many hints were given and so much 
was said about the matter, thatit was de- | 
termined on the part of Mr. Hamlin, to 
have the matter tested, and if it could 
be shown that the quality of the milk 
became so much depreciated by feeding 
whey, as it was claimed, then whey 
feeding should be abandoned. He sug- 


patrons meet at the factory and have the 
matter tested. The committee met at 
the factory; and Hamlin’s milk was kept 
separate from that of the company’s. 
The milk of both parties was then tested 
by the Hydrometer, and stood as fol- 
lows: Hamlin’s ninety-seven degrees, 
and the company’s ninety-three degrees. 
Although the instrument showed Ham- 
lin’s milk to be four degree’s richer than 
the company’s, the committee were not 
satisfied, and a further test was de- 
manded. 

Two hundred pounds of milk from 
each of the parties was then taken, and 
made up into cheese, the milk of both 
being treated precisely alike. The proc- 
cess of manufacture was.as follows: 

Milk set at 80 deg.—First scald at 85 
deg., stood thirty minutes, then raised 
to 101 deg., stood three hours—compa- 
ny’s cheese weighed 22? pounds; Ham- 
lin’s Making two pounds of cheese 
in favor of whey-fed cows.—-The cheeses 
were placed side by'side in the cheese 
house, and are to be further noted dur- 
ing the process of curing,—- Wis. Farmer.

Commercial Inteiligénce. 


The new crop is coming in very sparingly, the siiltea ed 


than usually backward, and judging from interior advices 
no considerable quantit will be available for shipment 
until next month, when we hope 
supplies, sufficient, wetrust, to give 
ships, at least, during August. The samples Tt 


thus far marketed are chiefly yolunteer grein; yet the, 
berry is plump and fall, leading us to conélade that the 


crop will, in the main, be of better quality than the average 
of past seasons, and considerably greater in volame, as‘the 
result of the largely increased breadth of lend placed ane 
cultivation. 

The recent little stat” in the market for new Wheet is 
owing entirely to the unexpécted demand from Australia, 
which will probably result in dispatching a score or two of 
vesdels loaded with breadstuff to the Colonies. “The ficet 
since April Ist, together with that portion yet to go 
forward, will approximate a total of 25,000 tons. Of these 
there are on the berth at this date about a dozen craft, of 
atonnage capacity of 6,000 tons. Sixteen vessels have al- 
ready sailed during the past three months, carrying chiefly 
Flour, say 10,000 vons. The impression is general that the 
Australian demand will soon be filled, and that we are in 
the futare to look chiefly to the United Kingdom, and per- 
haps to France, fora market for our breadstaff surplus. 
Le this as it may, our farmers will do well to consider the 
importance of giving employ to the idle tonnage now here 
and en route to this port. Without their friendly aid, we 
are helpless. Concessions on both sides are requisite. The 
farmer must concede something from his’price, and the 
ship owner slack off a little from his terms; and then we 
hope to be able to come within limits, and thus execute 
foreign orders for our Wheat with a liberal hand, leaving a 
good silver lining in the hands of all parties in interest. 

As regards our crops of Feed Grainy, it is difficult at this 
stage of the harvest to speak understandingly; but we 


think that both Barley and Oats will be less than the aver- 


age of past seasons. 

Potatoes and Onions of the new crop are coming to hand 
freely, commanding remunerative prices. Beans are searce 
and high. Wool moves off freely, the spring clip nearly all 
in market. Hides are scarce,and much wanted, at high 
rates. Tallow is in moderate supply and taken up readily by 
local manufacturers. Leather appears to be sccumulating 
and prices to favor the buyer. Fruits and Vegetables con- 
tinue abundant and cheap. - 

The Dairy supply holds out admirably, and the business 
thus far during the season has been attended with profit to 
all engaged, but from this time on our dairymen will be 
forced to compete with liberal supplies of Batter from the 
East via the Isthmus, which is already arriving here in con- 
siderable quantities. Our markets abound with Fresh 
ome Poultry, etc., selling at reasonable prices. . 

The exports for the past thirteen days have been as fol- 
lows: Stmr Oregonian for New York, via Panama, carried 
an assorted cargo valued at $5,856 35, besides $213,319 in 
treasure. The Montana, for same port. carried 670 bales 
Wool, 20 pkgs Cal. Wine, etc., valued at $92,288 81. The 
New York had for Japan 467 bbls Flour, 1,125 bxs Soap, etc., 
valued at $24,235 92; for Shanghai, 1,000 fiks Quicksilver, 
etc., valued at $31,234 63, and for Hongkong assorted Mdse 
valued at $6,302 50. The Montana, for Honolulu, had an as- 
sorted cargo valued at.$40,976 44. The Orient, for Victoria, 
had 531 ctls Barley, 1,524 sks Rice, ete., valued at $9,977 19. 
The California, for same port, had a full cargo of general 
Mdse valued at $27,137 38. The Helene, for San José de 
Guatemala, had 2,300 bbls Flour, 305 ctls Barley, etc., valued 
at $15,252 86.
